In the case of diphtheria, if they 
succeed in doing these things, you 
may be reading in the newspapers 
some day, “So-and-So died today of 
diphtheria. A coroner's jury will in- 
vestigate.” And the jury will want 
to know, “Who caused So-and-So's 
death,”-——not “What caused it?” 
mark ‘you, but “Who caused it?” In 
other words, we are reaching the 
point where it is considered unneces- 
sary for a single death from diph- 
theria to happen, and when one does 
happen it will be considered the re- 
sult of somebody's carelessness, and 
that somebody will have to be pun- 
ished. 

Diphtheria voustin from a germ 
settling in the victim’s throat. The 
germpgives off a poison called toxin, 
and ft is toxin that spreads through 
the system and causes illness. So the 
first treatment for diphtheria found 
by medical science was called anti- 
toxin. 

Here is how it is made: A vigor- 
ous young horse, carefully tested to 
make sure that it had no disease, is 
used. It is carefully injected with in- 
creasing doses of diphtheria toxin— 


--that is, the poison of the diphtheria 


germ. The horse's system immediate- 


dy begins developing anti-toxin, in 


order to fight the effects of the tox- 
in. After six weeks or so, if the 
horse through tests, is shown to be 
reacting satisfactorily, the horse is 
bled, the serum separated and refin- 
ed by special methods which make 
it ready for humans. 

Now, . Anis anti-toxin 1s an almost 
certain ‘cure for’ people who have 
contracted diphtheria. It if greatest 
in its work when it 1s used immedi- 
ately the patient catches diphtheria, 
and every hour of delay means addi- 
tional danger. : 

But there has. been developed, 
‘through further research work with 
anti-tojin, another and more power- 
ful’: weapon with which to defeat 
diphtheria. It has been developed only 
in the last few years, and it offers 
complete immunization. The person 
who takes this treatment will not be 
subject to diphtireria at all.
